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65 Classes Canceled This Fall

Sixty-five classes on the day division 
master schedule have been canceled. 


Although Registrar Alan Felisberto 
says this figure is misleading because 


some of the cancellations were merely . 


course change numbers, he admitted that 
the majority, approximately 48 classes, 
were cancelled between August 11 and 
the beginning of the fall semester, because 
of funding problems. 

Just prior to this, the college learned it 
would receive $150,000 less than it had 
requested in state funds. 


“We are starving to death from 8 in the 
morning to 5 in the afternoon” bemoaned 
President Dimitry in a discussion of the 
troublesome situation. 

“In the Division of Continuing Educa- 

‘tion and for special services,” he 
continued, “the money is rolling in.” 

The last two weeks in August became a 
mad scramble to reschedule, reshuffle and 
reduce. 

Felisberto called it “it a terrifying time 
for me.” — 3 
- At a meeting of administrators and 
division chairpeople it was announced that 
several of the part-time faculty would not 
be rehired. Those let go were equivalent 
to 7 full-time teachers who would have 

taught a total of 28-35 classes. 
“In addition, the college was plagued 
with a rash of other faculty departures. 


Two professors left to accept positions at | 
other schools, three are on sabbatical 


leave, one died during the summer 
months, and one is convalescing after a fall 
which resulted in two broken legs. 


If You Care 


Said Felisberto, “It was a series of crazy 
situations in a matter of two weeks.” 

Felisberto explained that division of 
Continuing Education (DCE) money had 
historically been used to provide the “Fat” 
in the college budget.

Each Massachusetts college has 
a ten member advisory board appointed 
by the governor. This year, for the first 
time, a student will serve on the board. It 
is an opportunity for students to have a 


meaningful voice in the important 
administrative decisions which affect the 
college. 


Nomination packets contain nomination 
papers and sign-up sheet, grade release 
form, and a list of questions relating to the 


candidate’s background and position on - 


current issues. This will be published in 
the Observer prior to election day. The 


’ _ Observer suggests that a photograph be 


included when nomination papers are 
returned. 


Monday, September 19, through Wed., 
October 5, will be a campaign period. 
Students are urged to make posters, set 
up booths and otherwise make themselves 
known to the student body. 

A forum for candidates will be held on 
September 28 in the carpeted lounge. 
Candidates will entertain questions from 
students and they may ask questions of 
one another. 

For campaign ideas or information 
about what each position entails, see Rick 
Nastri, student activities coordinator, in 
room 126 of the college center, - next door 
to the bookstore. : 

Nastri stressed that candidates should 
be students who are committed to 
academic achievement in their own 
studies as well as to the good of the college 
as a whole.

ministration said “There is not much you 
can do to prévent this. It is legislatively 
driven.” 

He went on to explain that the 
legislature doesn’t appropriate our budget - 
until months after we construct a schedule 
of classes. 

“You can either schedule liberally or 
conservatively”, he said. 

Northern Essex scheduled liberally. Yet 
as early as April 16 Dimitry discussed 
with state legislators the Fiscal 1978 
budget proposal of Governor Michael 
Dukakis. 

He was quoted in the April 22 issue of 
the Observer as saying “The governor 
tells us that we can get by with $3,424,000. 
We'd starve to death.” ’ 

At that time Dimitry stated that NECC 
would need $3,892,285 to operate through 
Fiscal 1978 while neither enlarging nor 
reducing staff and enrollment. 

The situation at NECC is now nearly 


under control. Places have been found for 
all the school's 3,097 day students. No one 
has been turned away. 


However, there are still problems. 
Many classes have enrollments of 45-47 
students, while Fire regulations specify 
that most rooms shall hold no more than 
36. 

Registrar Felisberto said he hoped that 
next year the school would take a realistic 
look at full time enrollment. 

“After this year’s lesson,” he said “they 
will be much more conservative.” 


What Division 
Are You In?

With the advent of a Liberal Arts 
Division, split, many students were 
questioning what division they would be 
in now. Chet Hawrylciew stated that this 
shouldn’t be a problem because you are 
still a Liberal Arts Student and that this 
should not have any effect on curriculum 
or transfer students. He further stated 
this was in keeping. with the Division 
splits at other Community Colleges 
although not completely similar. 

The NECC Liberal Arts Division split 
now creates three divisions within the 
Liberal Arts Department. They are the 
Division of Humanities and Communica- 
tions, Division of Social Sciences and the 
Division of Math, Science and Technology. 
The Division of Humanities and Com- 
munications, Foreign Languages, and 
Philosophy and Fine Arts. At press time 
no chairperson had been announced. The 
Division of Social Sciences will include the 
Departments of History and Government, 
and Behavioral Sciences with Chet 
Hawrylciew as chairperson. The division 
of Math, Science and Technology is 
Chaired by Dr. Robert McDonald. 

The decision to split the divisions was 
made at the urging of Chet Hawrylciew 


because of the size of the Division of 
Liberal Arts at NECC. Before the split, 
there were over fifty faculty members 
reporting back to Mr. Hawryleiew and 
made the job of evaluation an insur- 
mountable task. The split should provide 
improved administrative support to the 
new divisions and make easier the 
responsibility of smaller divisions to get 
together to discuss educational problems. 
The Division of Liberal Arts at NECC was 
the largest academic division in the 
Community College System in Mass.

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NECC Did Not Process 
Advance VA Checks

NECC is one of five schools in the 
Boston regional VA district which has 
opted not to process or receive advance 
VA educational benefit checks. 

At the close of school this past May each 
veteran was asked if he or she wished to 
receive an advance payment of his 
education benefits. This benefit would be 
received in August and would cover all of 
September and part of October. 

Those who responded “Yes” signed 
forms and left school for the summer, each 
one expecting to receive benefits with 
which to pay the remainder of the tuition 
for the fall term. (Up to seventy-five 
dollars had to be paid at registration.) 

Mid-way through the summer these 
Veterans were informed that advance 
payment would not be forthcoming. The 
circumstances which prompted _ this 
decision revolves around the Registrar's 
assumption of new duties. These were: 
the taking over of Continuing Education 
student records, and the responsibility of 
certifying the hour load of Veteran 
students. The latter responsibility, coup- 
led with a lack of adequate personnel in 
the Registrar's office to process the 
records necessary, prompted the school to 
make its decision. 

According to Dean of Students, Church 
Stafford, no one in the Registrar's office, 
with the exception of Alan Felisberto, the 
Registrar, was employed in the office last 
year. Although the new personnel is 
capable and efficient, it will take time to 
unravel the quagmire which resulted from 
the assumption of the new duties plus 
learning the roles of the jobs, Stafford 
said. 

The Registrar’s office is still -under- 
staffed’ and with the new budgets it is 
hard to fill the positions at their present 
salary levels. 


“Our dreams that Northern Essex be 
able to offer accessible education «to 
everyone in the Merrimack Valley will , 
soon be realized.”

The 
quote was taken from a news release from 
Sheila Krim, Office of Public Information 
here at NECC, dated February 10, 1977. 

On September 8, 1977, the Observer 
interviewed Sheila Krim. With a smile of 
accomplishment on her face, she said: 

“Within a few days, as soon as the new 
elevator (in B_ building) is officially 
inspected - at that moment - Northern 
Essex will be the first community vollege 
to be 100% barrier-free!” 

Who says dreams don't come true? 

But, sometimes you have to give a 
dream a little push to help it along. Alot of 
people pushed for this dream to come 
true, and their dreams have finally been 
realized. 

The dream? It was to make Northern 
Essex a learning environment completely 
free of the barriers that keep many 
handicapped persons from continuing 
education. Eliminating the barriers has 
included the addition of many new 
facilities. 

Northern Essex has achieved its goal, 
through a long, devoted process on the 
part of many people. 

The whole college community has a 
right to be extremely proud.

The reason for the change in 
certification procedure is that the VA 
representative on campus, Martin Dallon, 
is prohibited from certifying by VA rules. 
Dick Reilly is employed by H.E.W. His job 
is to work with Veterans in the 
community and to have his base on the 
NECC campus. A small portion of his 
work dealt with certification. With the 
increasing number of Veterans at this 
school, Mr. Reilly became more and more 
involved with certification responsibili- 
ties. H.E.W. told the school to relieve 
Reilly of that task. The school was to 
devise an alternative plan. This plan was 
to place certification procedures in the 
realm of the Registrar's office. But, with 
the increases work load and the personnel 
problem, the job could not physically be 
accomplished in the time span as set forth 
by the VA. 

Veterans would be left to their own 
devices to raise funds to pay the reminder 
of the tuition. This would have little effect 
on Veterans who enlisted or were drafted 
while living in Massachusetts. They are 
exempt from paying tuition. The possible 
hardship falls on those student Veterans 
who are from New Hampshire, or those 
who move to Massachusetts after release 
from the service. 

At this time no student Veteran has 
been reported to have been unable to 
enroll. Church Stafford said he would 
make all possible efforts to insure there 
would be monies available to Veterans 
who require assistance. However, they 
would have to meet the necessary 
financial aid requirements.

also contined to a wheelchair. At the time 
that Dick attended school here (1974-76), 
he was one of the few handicapped 
students on campus. Like the other 
handicapped students, he had only a 
limited number of facilities to use (i.e., 
ramps, elevators, etc...), to make getting 
around campus a little easier. 

Being a veteran, Dick had the support 
of all other veterans on campus to aid in 
his struggle to make people realize the 
needs of the handicapped. Taking it on, in 
the form of their yearly project, the vets 
and Dick formed one strong voice to 
declare war - a battle against the barriers. 
The voice was heard by many. And the 
realization of their dreams began slowly to 
take form. 


Working Through the Winter 


On February 7, 1977, a meeting was 
held. The people in attendance may not 
have known it at the time, but that 
meeting was the kick that got the ball 
rolling. 

The people present included President 
Dimitry, State Representative Francis J. 
Bevilacqua, Dick LaFontaine, and Dr. 
Rubin Russel, Counselor of Services for 
Handicapped students. 

At that meeting, initiations were 
reviewed to make Northern Essex the 
first barrier-free community college. 
Within a short span of time, The Special 
Commission for the Handicapped of the 
State Legislature convened. The Legisla- 
ture approved their recommendation, 
appropriation of one million dollars to 
remove the architectural barriers in ten of 
the Commonwealths institutions. 


Northern Essex receivea the largest 


sum of money. It was the recipient of 
$127,000 with which to make improve- 
ments. 


Who Got What 


Recipients of portions of the millidn 


dollars were four of the fifteen community 


colleges in the state. They are Bunker Hill 


Community College (62,000), Cape Cod 


Community College (100,000), Springfield 


Tech. (103,000), and N.E.C.C. (127,000) 


The rest of the money was appropriated 
for barrier-free reconstruction of the 
State House, The Lindemann Health 
Center, Southeastern Massachusetts Uni- 
versity, University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, The Canton State Hospital for 
crippled children, and North Adams State 
College. Massachusetts is the first state to 
have made allocations to remove the 
barriers from state-owned institutions. 
This has made state services easily 
accessible to physically handicapped 
individuals. No other state in the union 
has yet moved to correct architectural 
barriers or to incorporate barrier-free 
regulations.

Upon completion of official inspection of 
the new elevator, Northern Essex will be 
the first and only community college to 
offer freely accessible education to 
handicapped students. 

Below is a list of facilities available to 
the handicapped: 


from Mayor Lewis C. Burton and the 
Haverhill Council on Aging. 

Besides teaching at Northern Essex, 
Boulanger has been an instructor at North 
Shore Community College and field 
education supervisor at Gordon-Conwell 
Theological Seminary, Wenham. He was 
also former special assistant attorney 
general of Massachusetts. 

In a telephone conversation with Dr. 
Boulanger it was learned that he would, 
be leaving Northern Essex as of Sept. 

1, 1977, when he would assume his duties 
at Lowell University. 

“Please let the people at Northern 
Essex know how much I appreciated 
working there,” Boulanger asked. “The 
quality of the students there has been 
outstanding.”

“New Horizons Dawning”

“A man’s best friend is his dog”...This 
might be a cliche and an outdated saying, 
but if the man is Don Marr and the dog is 
Princess, no saying rings truer or fits 
more appropriately. 


For at the age of 26, N.E.C.C. student 
Don Marr is experiencing something that 
most of us have taken for granted for a 
long time. This ‘something’ is freedom; the 
freedom to come and go as he pleases. And 
unlike most of us, Don has an 18 month old 
german shepard to thank for it. 


Several weeks ago Don brought home a 
dog. Her name is Princess. Along with a 
new pet, Don brought home a good friend, 
a trusted companion and the link to a new 
world for him. This is because Princess is 
a seeing-eye guide dog. 

Don Marr has been blind since birth. In 
those twenty-six years, he’s accomplished 
things that many people, with all their 
senses, might envy. 

While in high school, he mastered 
white-cane travel techniques. However, 
Don has incredible vitality and an 
insatiable thirst for new challenges. He 
wanted to know more of his world, and a 
guide dog was his key. 

Over this past summer, while some of 
us were working and some of us were 
traveling and even more of us were just 
soaking up the sun in our own backyards, 
Don was in Morristown, New Jersey at 
The Seeing Eye, Inc., a school where 
seeing eye dogs are trained. f 

It was there that the unique 
relationship between Don and Princess 
began. 

Before Don’s arrival, Princess went 
through obedience training for three 
months. Then he and Princess trained 
together for one month before Don 
brought his new friend home for good. 

In the time that they have been 
together, Don has had full care, grooming 
and discipline of Princess. He alone is 
responsible for her feeding and he alone 
gives her commands. 

After Princess learned basic obedience, 
she had to be taken a step further and 
learn intelligent obedience. There is a big 
difference between the two. Intelligence 
obedience is teaching a dog to use its’ 
judgement. The dog must learn to 
distinguish between commands that are to 
the master’s well-being, and those that 
could lead to harm. 


Don travels any new route with a family 

member first. 
“I count the street crossings, listen for the 
traffic,” he said, “and memorize the 
turns, then I take Princess. She will only 
answer my commands, but she stops at all 
street crossings and curbings, so I know 
then that I must step up or down, or turn 
right or left.” 

As the semester rolls on, every student 
and teacher will probably come across 
Don and Princess. If you don’t know Don, 
by all means take the opportunity to get to 
know him. He’s an interesting person with 
a great sense of humor (one of the few 
true Monty Python fans) and happens to 
be one of the better disc-jockeys on 
WRAZ, he has a private collection of over 
700 albums to choose from. 

If you do encounter Don and Princess, 
keep in mind that she’s a working dog, 
with a job to do. The best thing to do is not 
distract her, and that includes petting or 
speaking to her. It is not necessary to help 
a seeing-eye around obstacles. She is 
trained to do exactly that. 

The Seeing Eye Inc., maintains that the 
greatest hazard to a blind person and his, 
or her seeing-eye dog is the interference 
of well-meaning passers-by. 

“The seeing-eye dog is a safe and 
capable guide when properly handled,” 
said Elliott Averett, President of the 
school. 

“While most people realize this, they 
sometimes, in a mistaken effort to be 
helpful, can create a dangerous situation. 
Grabbing the arm ofa blind person, taking 
hold of the dog's harness, or shouting 
words of warning all have much the same 
effect as might occur if a passenger in a 
fast-moving auto grabbed the steering 
wheel or yanked the arm of the driver”. 

The best way a well-meaning passer-by 
can help a blind person or guide dog who 
seems confused is simply ask if he can be 
of service.

Please Don’t Smoke 


In an attempt to comply with a directive 
received from the Massachusetts Board of 
Regional Community Colleges, Northern 
Essex will have to live up to regulations 
concerning smoking. 

Loeal fire officials have also requested 
that no-smoking rules be observed. 

Dr. John Spurk, assistant dean of the 
college, said the No-Smoking campaign 
was “a positive attempt to preserve our 
common health.” 


The no-smoking areas have been 
restricted to classrooms, laboratories and 
other areas where designated. 

Besides the legal obligations Dr. Spurk 
stated “the primary purpose is to protect

Teachers Negotiate For Contract

Community College teachers have 
started another year without a contract. 
Students on campus from last year will 
remember the problems of teacher 
salaries, but Ellie Hope-McCarthy doesn’t 
think it will be as much of an issue this 
year. She is the Acting President of the 
local chapter of Massachusetts Council of 
Community College Teachers. They are 
associated with the Mass. teachers 
association. 

She stated that negotiations for a new 
contract are going on, but they are very 
slow. She is hopeful that negotiations will 
be easier this year as collective bargaining 
will not be new to either the teachers or 
the Mass. Board of Regional Community 
Colleges. 

For elementary and high school 
teachers the problem of having a contract 
negotiated is much easier. They deal with 


which are elected positions. Whatever the 
school board members decide in negotia- 
tions becomes law, and the cities and 
towns are required to honor the 
agreement. 

This is the disparity in the Community 
College teachers’ negotiations. They are 
negotiating with the Mass. Board of 
Regional Community Colleges which is 
appointed by the governor. The MBRCC 
sends its recommendations to the 
governor and the legislature. It is not 
binding. 

Ellie Hope-McCarthy stated while 
money is still the big issue, working 
conditions and teachers work loads will 
also be of prime concern. They do not 
want to see the students “short changed”. 
They had not received a raise in 31/2 years 
prior to last year’s contract. Teachers’ 
high salaries are a misconception to most

As far as it goes right now, there seems 
to be only one final solution to the 
problems that all returning (and some 
new) students are encountering with class 
cancellations, unexisting courses etc... 

For the rest of 
your stay here at N.E.C.C., you and your 
fellow-students must join together and 
take a vow that you will never go on 
vacation or take another holiday. It’s 
much to dangerous to take the risk of ever 
leaving your schedule unguarded again. 
God only knows what could happen to it, 
and He’s probably the only one that 
would. 


Let us be honest: Most of us disliked 
returning to academia a week early during 
a sweltering heat wave. However, that 
was the way our school calendar was set 
up, and return we did - teachers and 
students. 

For many, however, this dislike was at 
least lessened when we learned that 
classes will be ending on December 9, 
1977, and that the exam period has been 
extended to two weeks. Christmas at least 
will be less hectic, and this is no small 
consolation. 

However, many of us would have been 
able to utilize the first week of classes in 
constructive ways. The OBSERVER has 
already mentioned the hundreds of 
students who were forced to leave 
summer employment early, and mothers 
could have certainly completed school 
shopping for children, made last sojourns 
to the beach, and reveled in the only time 
of year when myriad outside our demands 
are not placed on their children. Nobody 
would really have complained about 
another week of what always seems to be 
a too short vacation. “Where did -the 
summer go?” was a question asked 
frequently and plaintively the first week 
of classes. The annoyance of returning to 
school early though was slight in 
comparison to what some of us perceive to 
be a decided lack of ethics and integrity on 
behalf of what we suspect to be a limited 
number of professors. 

Granted, everyone grumbled about 
returning to school early, but not 
everyone was being paid for NOT 
teaching. Two professors taught a total of 
35 minutes of a scheduled 100 minutes and 
then announced that they were taking 
Friday off as part of a long Labor Day 
weekend. A third professor did profound 
justice to his first two classes only to 


announce that there would be no class 

Friday so that the class could do the! 
assigned reading. By that reasoning, that 

class should be entitled to every Friday off 
to read. 

The first two professors announced that 
they would begin their “tough” course “in 
earnest” on the Wednesday following 
Labor Day. 

Just whom do they think they were 
kidding? Maybe they never heard of “an 
honest day’s work for an honest day’s 
pay’? 

The fact that these people are teaching 
courses in which ethics and moral tenacity 
cannot reasonably be separated from is 
noteworthy. One might logically ask why 
ethics and integrity have been separated 
out from this issue. One might also 
wonder about the dedication that these 
same people professed to when last 
semester’s salary negotions were hot and 
heavy. Then the majority of the student 
body sympathized directly with the 
faculty even though everybody suffered 
from the low morale resulting from the 
threatened strike and delayed pay raises. ° 

Now, however, pay raises in hand and 
contracts settled, this dedication seems to 
be illusive. Professors were paid for a full 
weeks work the first week of classes. 
Their excuses for not providing a full 
weeks work are not only absurd but also 
dishonest. Virtually everyone of them 
knew the school calendar last spring, so if 
they planned long Labor Day weekends 
they did so knowing that they would be 
failing in their commitment to their 
employers and to their students. It is 
certainly ironic that such a nonchalant 
attitude should prevail towards employ- 
ment in the 70’s when unemployment is a 
major concern.

New Student Grievance 


Procedure Adopted

You are now guaranteed the right to a 
hearing. The Student Advisory Com- 
mission has been responsible for pushing 
this effort through, and it has been 
adopted by NECC..Prior to this new 
procedure Dean of Students, Churchill 
Stafford handled all student complaints, 
with no specific procedure. Under the new 
Student Grievance Procedure he will have 
no official role. Dean Stafford stated he 
will, “advise students on how to proceed 
with the grievance. 

Under the new Student Grievance 
Procedure, a “grievance” shall mean a 
complaint which has been filed by a 
grievant dealing specifically with an 
allegation concerning any form of 


discrimination or abrogation of student . 


rights. The primary purpose of this 


procedure is to secure prompt and 


equitable resolution of a grievance. Every 
effort shall be made to maintain 
confidentiality at each level of this 
procedure, and no reprisals of any kind 
shall be taken against any participant in 
the grievance procedure. 

This is the procedure to be followed, 
although a grievance may be withdrawn 
by the grievant at any level without 
prejudice or regard. 


Level One: 


\ 


Step One: The grievant shall first 
present his/her grievance orally and 
informally to the person against whom a 
grievance exists. This should be done in a 
reasonable period of time, within thirty 
(30) calendar days from the date of the 
grievance action or from the date that the 
grievant knew of the grievable act. 


Step Two: If the grievance is not 
resolved within five (5) working days, the 
grievant may present in writing the 
allegations supporting the grievance, 
including, all of the known facts to the 
person against whom the grievance is 
directed must respond, in writing, within 
five (5) working days to the grievant. 


Step Three: If the grievance is not 
resolved within the said five (5) working 


Step Four: If the grievance is not 
resolved within the said five (5) working 
days, the grievant may present a formal 
claim in writing, including all the 
supporting statements and evidence, to 
the College Student Grievance Com- 
mittee. Within ten (10) working days after 
receiving the written grievance, the 
committee shall state its decision in 
writing, with all supporting the reasons 
and evidence to the grievant and the 
person against whom the grievance is 
directed. 


Level Two: 


Within five [5] working days after 
receiving the decision from Level one - 
step four, the grievant may appeal 


Within five (5) working days after 
receiving the decision from Level one, 
step four, the grievant may appeal the 
decision to the president of the college. 
This appeal shall be in writing and shall be 
accompanied by the original complaint and 
copies of all previous supporting state- 
ments, evidence and make _ his/her 
decisions. The president shall evaluate the 
evidence and make his decision, in 
writing, within ten (10) working days 
after receiving the appeal, to all concerned 
parties. The decision of the president is 
final and binding, unless capricious, or 
non-uniform manner. 


Level Three: 


If the grievant claims the decision of the 


president is rendered in an arbitrary,’ 


capricious, or non-uniform manner, the 
grievant may refer the matter to the 
Student Advisory Commission in writing 
within five (5) working days after receipt 
of the president’s decision. If the Student 
Advisory Commission finds the allega- 
tions reported have some substance in 
fact, it may, within thirty (30) calendar 
days, file a written appeal to the President 
of the Massachusetts Board of Regional 
Community Colleges. 


‘The President shall render his/her 


Three years of analyzing, negotiating 
and compromising have resulted in a 
feasible and appropriate document known 
as students rights and responsibilities. 
The Student Advisory Commission and 
the Massachusetts Board of Regional 
Community Colleges have approved and 
accepted this document into the Boards’ 
Policy Handbook. 


A. Student Responsibilities 


1. To be knowledgeable of and comply 
with the directives, regulations, and laws 
as established by the Massachusetts 
Board of Regional Community Colleges, 
the College, and the Student Government. 


2. To respect the rights of individuals 
and groups to independent action as long 
as those rights do not interfere with the 
parallel rights of others - minorities and 
majorities alike - including the avoidance 
of action interfering with those educa- 
tional processes under the auspices of the 
College. 

3. To be knowledgeable of and comply 
with the directives, regulations, and laws 
of duly constituted civil authorities. 


B. Student Rights 


1. To have the opportunity to pursue 
higher education. 

2. To have the freedom to exercise the 
rights of citizenship, association, inquiry, 
and expression.

3. To have the right of privacy and 
confidentiality 

4. To have the right of voting 
representation on all recommendations to 
the President of the College on matters of 
concern, including but not limited to, 
academic standards, student affairs, and 
curriculum changes. 

5. To have the right of quality 
education, including but not limited to: 


a. The right to competent instruction in 
courses and programs offered by the 
College. 

b. The right to assistance in overcoming 
educational, cultural, emotional, and 
economic disadvantages which hiner the 
education! process. 

c. The right to receive in writing from 
each faculty member during the first week 
of classes, of every quarter or semester, a 
brief written course description outline of 
the material to be covered, course 
requirements including a specific list of 
information and techniques which the 
student is expected to acquire, attendance 
policy, and the grading system to be 
utilized. 


6. To have the right to fair and equal 
treatment, including but not limited to 
instruction, evaluation, and services by 
Faculty, staff, students, and administra- 
tors. 

7. To have the right to procedural due 
process in grievance and disciplinary 
hearings.

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Duties of Student Government Officials 


By Rod Cook 


Student elections will be held on 
Wednesday, October 5 in the College 
Center. There are openings on the 
Student Council, Academic Council, and a 
Student Representative to the Northern 
Essex Community College Advisory 
Board (New position). Because it is 
desired that candidates be as informed as 
possible about their potential positions, 
the powers and duties of Student Council 
and Academic Council are listed below: 


Student Council 


POWERS AND DUTIES: 

A. It shall be the duty of the Student 
Council to represent the interests of the 
students of the College, and to take action 
that is necessary to preserve or further 
these interest. 

B. The Student Council shall have the 
power ,with Administration approval ,to 
legislate and to enforce regulations 
concerning students’ campus life. 

C. It shall be required that the Student 
Council give approval before any new 
student organization, as qualified in 
Article V, Section B of the Constitution of 
the Student Government Association, be 
formed at the College. 

D. 1. The Student Council shall have 
investigatory power over all recognized 
student organizations within the college. 

2. College organizations shall be 
required to file an annual report to the 
Student Council. Special reports may be 
required upon a majority vote of the 
Council. (Eight members make a quorum.) 

E. It shall be the duty of the Student 
Council, with approval of the Administra- 
tion, to regulate all expenditures by 
Student Activity Groups. 

F. 1. The Student Council shall submit 
to the President of the College or his 
Representative a recommended budget 
for the college year. This budget shall be

The student government at Northern 
Essex has aproximately $110,000 a year to 
spend in student activities funds. 

“If money is power,” he stated, “then 
you've got it.” 

This money is basically under. the 
control of the student government, 
although Dimitry insists on formal 
budgets and that the money be spent only 
on certain kinds of things. 

“They used to spend it all on beer 
blasts,” he explained. “Then for a while 
they (student council members) were 
spending it on each other.” 

He made reference to some “field trips 
to New York City for a dozen people.” 

Now, he said, things are done 
differently. Almost all recommendations 
are accepted but they must be “in the 
ballpark; that is - legal, appropriate, and 
vaguely moral.” 

Dimitry also spoke about his own 
authority in the community college 
system. It was his stated opinion that 
presidents in the Massachusetts com- 
munity college system exercise much

Academic Council 


FUNCTIONS & RESPONSIBILITIES: 

Section 1. All functions and responsi- 
bilities hereinafter assigned to the 
Academic Council are advisory in nature 
and are subject to the statutory powers 
duly vested in the Board of Regional 
Community Colleges of Massachusetts 
and to those powers delegated by said 
Board to the President of Northern Essex 
Community College. In this context, 
substantive functions are delegated to the 
Council, and properly conveyed to the 
President, shall be considered accepted 
after forty days unless for compelling 
reasons, which should be conveyed in 
writing to the Chairman of the Council, 
the President fails to concur in the Council 
decision. The President retains the right 
of review and the ultimate responsibility 
for decision. 

Section 2. Policy matters are divided 
into areas in which the Faculty has 
primary, but not exclusive, responsibility. 
The assignment of primary responsibility 
entails the right and duty of initiating 
proposals for the given areas as well as 
accountability for effective performance in 
that area. Primary responsibility is 
further specified in the jurisdiction of 
standing committees as detailed in Article 
VI of the Academic Council Charter. 


“Any president of a Massachusetts 
community college who says ‘I can't do it, 
my hands are tied’ is usually exaggera- 
ting,” he said. 

He said people in the Massachusetts 
system “expect the president to be a 
miracle worker.” He went on however, to 
caution that he was wise enough not to 
exercise the power that he may legally

Section 3. The areas of Faculty primary 
responsibility are: 

1. Teaching, including subject matter, 
and methods of instruction, instructional 
media and library acquisitions. 

2. Curriculum, including evaluation, 
revision, development and innovation. 

3. Professional development, including 
academic research, publication and in- 
service training. 

4. Faculty status, including appoint- 
ment, evaluation, reappointment, dis 
missal, sabbatical leave, and leave of 
absence. 

Those aspects of student life which 
relate directly to the academic process, 
including standards of admission, acad- 
emic standards, class attendance, grading 
systems, academic suspension, academic 


advising, requirements for degrees 
including authorization for the granting of 
degrees. 


6. Those aspects of planning and 
funding which relate to the academic 
budget. 

Section 4. The areas of Administration 
primary responsibility are: 

1. Orientation to the mission of the 
College, including the interpretation of 
objectives, Board policy and institutional 
research, and the development, maintain- 
ance, evaluation and improvement of joint 
effort toward these objectives. 


2. College organization, including 
selection of administrative officers, 
determination of division/department 


structure and their relationship, and 
design of supporting services. 

3. Physical and financial services, 
including fiscal planning, institutional 
research, utilization, and allocation of 
available resources. 

4. Student personnel services, including 
admissions, counsellizg, placement, re- 
gistration, scheduling, health, and student 
activities.

Because there is so much in life that is 
more important, time in and of itself 
means very little to me.

Rationally I 
know that people, life, love, and friendship 
are viable and non stagnant, so that 
impermanence and change and all the rest 
are inevitable. But it is one thing to know 
something rationally, and quite another to 
experience it intellectually, sensibly, 
intuitively, and emotionally without 
anxiety or resistance. 

It is easier for me to sustain deep levels 
of intimacy than it is for me to adapt the

But how can a 
body truly “be”, when addicted to a habit 
as damaging as cigarette smoking? 

The effect smoking has on lungs is 
common knowledge, but many other 
effects, just as important are not. 

Low blood sugar, a common condition 
which causes irritability, slow and 
confused reactions, and mental depression 
can be created by excessive use of 
cigarettes. Smoking stimulates the pro- 
duction of adrenal hormones, causing the 
level of blood sugar to be increased 
resulting in a sudden lift, but the insulin 
quickly secreted by the pancreas, lowers 
the blood sugar. 

The recommended daily requirement of 
vitamin C, (destroyer of bacteria and virus 
infection) is 60 milligrams (mg.).

chemical needed by the body to break 
down fats, and keep them from being 
deposited as cholesterol. 

When a person inhales cigarette smoke, 
carbon monoxide gets into the blood and 
destroys oxygen in the red blood cells. For 
a one-pack-a-day smoker, the oxygen 
supplied to the heart and brain is reduced 
by 151/2. Expelling carbon monoxide from 
the body takes four to six hours. 

These are only some of the effects 
smoking has on the body. Sometimes they 
go unnoticed, and the tendency is not to 
think of them. But there are noticeable 
effects such as stained hands and smelly 
hair, discolored teeth, poor complexion,

The average hunter has at least one, 
more likely two, shotguns. In the majority 
of cases, they are of three types: 
autoloading, pump or double-barrel. Many 
hunters believe these to be the only kinds 
available. ‘Tain’t so McGee! There are still 
two other types of shotguns on the 
market. They may not be well-known, but 
they are certainly serviceable. This 
observer would like to give you readers 
out there a peek at them through the eyes 
of the printed page. 

first to appear is the single-shot, or 
single-barrel shotgun. This gun comes 
either with a hammer, that must be 
cocked by hand, or hammerless. The latter 
cocks as the barrel is opened at the breech 
to receive the shotshell; both load in the 
same manner. Singles come in full or 
modified choke, usually full, and have 
hand operated safeties. 

Some folks think that, because there is 
only one shot in the gun, the chance of 
getting game is remote. Truthfully there 
is just as much chance of shooting a rabbit, 
squirrel, pheasant, partridge, deer, or 
even a black bear using a single as with a 
pump, auto or double. It simply means 
that the hunter must be patient, and wait 
for an open shot that let’s one place a shot 
in a vital area of the animal's or bird’s 
anatomy. Should a_ second shot prove 
necessary, it can be loaded before the prey 
gets too far. 

Anyone needing more than two shots at 
game out in the open should think 
seriously about visiting the local target 
range under the guidance of a firearms 
safety instructor. 

“Look! Up there on the gun rack-is that 
a bolt-action rifle with a barrel that big?” 
Is that what you were just asking? No, my 
friend, it’s not a rifle at all, but rather a 
bolt-action SHOTGUN. This shotgun 
usually holds three shots. (Okay, You can 
use the third shot.) It operates in exactly 
the same way as does arifle with the same 
action. Mounted with a peep, or better 
still a telescopic, sight, this gun can throw 
out a deer slug with unbelievable 
accuracy. 

Obviously these shotguns deserve more 
attention. Of course Cleveland Amory and 
Alice Harrington wouldn’t be satisfied if 
we hunted with spitballs. Another nice 
thing about single-shots and bolt-actions is 
the price tag. Either can be had for less 
than seventy-five bucks. Today that’s 
cheap. 


Coon Season Opens in Massachusetts 


September 20 means open season for 
raccoon and opossum in the Bay State. 
Limit is three a day from sunset of one day 
to sunset of the day following for one 
person, or six a day for two or more 
persons hunting in the same group. See 
the 1977 abstracts of the Mass. Fish & 
Wildlife Laws for regulations pertaining 
to Wildlife Management Areas. Posses- 
sion limits are not stated, but being 
caught with more than one day’s catch in 
the woods is not par for the course. 
Opossum have no set limits. 

‘Possum and ‘coon are best hunted with 
dogs.

impact on the community colleges and 
their appropriations.”
